German Chaplain, Who Saw Her 
End, Says She Died 
Like a Heroine. 


EXECUTION A SHOCK HERE}. 


Prominent Men and Women. De-

nounce. it—Washington Feels 
It Has Done Its Utmost. 


LONDON, Saturday, Oct. 23.—The 
British Foreign Office last evening 
made public the report of the Rev. 
H. S. T. Gahan, the British Chaplain in 
Brussels who visited Miss Edith Cavell 
just before her execution, and another 
Jetter from Minister Whitlock to Ambas- 
sador Page. Iw his letter Mr.’ Whitlock 
gays he requested that the body of Miss 
Cavell be delivered to the School for 
Nurses, of which she was the directress, 
and that his request was referred to the 
Ministry of War in Berlin. 

The Rev. Mr. Gahan in his report says: 

“*On Monday evening, the 1th of. Oc. 
tober, I was admitted by a special pass- 
port from the German authorities to the 
Prison of St. Gilles, where Miss Edith 
Cavell hag been confined for ten weeks. 
The final sentence had been given early 
that afternoon. 

“To my astonishment and relief I 
found my friend perfectly calm and re- 
signed, but-this could not lessen the 
_ tenderness and intensity of feeling on 
either part during that last interview of 
almost an hour. 

“Her first words to mie were upon 

@ matter concerning herself personally, 


gree the solemn asseveration. which ace | 
companied them was made expressly “nt 


the light of God and eternity. She shen 
added that she wished all her friends 
fo know that she willingly gave her life 
tor her couniry, and said: 

**T have no fear nor shrinking. I 
have seen death so often that it is not 
strange or fearful to me.’ 

“She further said: 

**Y thank God for this ten weeks of 
quiet before the end. My life has always 
peen hurried and full of difficulties; 
this time the rest has been a great mer- 
dy! They have all been very kind to 
me here, but this I would say, standing 
as I do in-view of God and eternity: 
I realize that patriotism is not enough. 
I must have no hatred or bitterness 
toward any one.’ 

“We partook of Holy Communion to- 

gether, and she received the Gospel mes- 
page of consolation with all her heart. 

At the close of the little service I be- 

gan to repeat the words ‘Abide with 

Me,” and slie joined softly. in the end. 

“We sat quietly talking until it was 
time for me to go. She gave me parting 
messages for relations and friends. _ She 
spoke of her soul’s needs at the mo- 
ment, and she received the assurance of 

* God's words as only a Christian can do. 
ta Then I said good-bye, and she smiled

Germans to Use Steamer as 
Commerce Destroyer, Ship 
Broker Streeter Hears. 


CUSTOMS STARTS INQUIRY 


Told That Escaped German Of- 
ficers Would Join Ship—Name 
and U. S. Flag Painted Out. 


The customs officials are investigat- 
ing through the Law Department a re- 
markahble statement made yesterday af- 
ternoon by E. W. Streeter, a ship 
broker of 17 South Street, regarding 


the Ainerican steamer Zealandia, which 
sailed from Pensacola, Fla., on Oct. 7 
for Tampico, Mexico, to load with oil 
for Malmo,.Sweden.. He declared that 
the American flag on the side of the 
ship and her name had been painted out 
and that she had been fitted out as a 
commerce destroyer to fly the German 
flag. 

Mr. Streeter also said the German of- 
ficers who escaped from the auxiliary 
cruiser Kronprinz. Wilhelm at Newport 
News in a small yacht had arranged to 
meet the Zealandia at a point off the 
coast and -had been taken on board. He 
‘said the information had come 10 him 
from a@ reliable menjber of the engine 
room deparinient on the. steamer. who 
had refused to sail from Pensacola on 
the Zealandia : when.he found out fof 
‘what purpose she was intended. Mr. 
Streeter declined to give the name of his 
informant, saying he did not wish to ao 
‘him any injury by making it public. 

When Bade was made at the Custom 
House regarding the statement made 
by Mr. Streeter one of the officiais 
said that a request had been sent to the 
customs officials at Tampico to inves- 
tigate the matter when the Zealandia 
arrived there. She was .expected at 
Tampico last ht. The official added 
that although e, Fiske Trading Com- 
pany of 95 William Street was listed 
as the owner of the Zealandia, facts nad 
come to’ their knowledge indicating that 
the vessel really was owned by German 
interests. The Zealandia left Pensacola 
under command of Captain Devantier, 
said to be a former Captain in the m™m- 
burg-American Line . service between 
New York and the West Indies. 

H. V. Dixon, one of the members of 
the Fiske Trading Company, said that 
it was ridiculous to say that the Zea- 
landia was. owned by German interests 
or that she had sen fitted out to be a 
commerce destroyer; her top speed, he 
said, was only 12 knots. 6 admitted 
that the steamer had been chartered for 
this bes but docking’. 2, give the 
name of the charter Mr. Dixon, 
who was at Pensacola gE, the Zea- 
landia was loading paciy this month,

‘When asked Ly d the Law Department 
of the Customs late in the afternoon if 
the Zealandia, had arrived at Tampico, 
Mr. Dixon replied that he had received 
a cablegram that the steamer had ar- 
rived off the port but could not enter 
the river yet on account of a new sand 
bar which had been raised by the recent 
hurricane. 

The Zealandia is a four-masted -iron 
steamer of 5,000 gross tonnage. She 
was built in 1875 by John Elder & Co, 
for the Pacific trade, and for many 
years ran between San Francisco and 
2 gwen Aystralia. She is 377 feet long, 
feet beam, and 18 feet 6 inches depth

THINK WRECKED YAWL 
BORE MISSING GERMANS 


Vessel Like Eclipse Sighted Over- 
turned Near Bermuda—Fugi- 
tives Drowned or Picked Up. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 22.—A wreck 
which local shipping men believe to 
have béen that of the auxiliary yawl 
Eclipse, upon which six of the German 
officers interned on the Kronprinz Wil- 
helm at Norfolk are supposed to have 
made their escape, was sighted - last 
Sunday about seventy-five miles north- 
east of Bermuda by the officers and 
crew of the Italian steamship Labor, 
which arrived here today from Genoa. 
In a report to the Hydrographic Office 
Captain Monzali.of the Labor said that 
he sighted an overturned white vessel 
in latitude 33.20 North and longitude 
64.28 West,' which answered in évery 
way the description of the Eclipse. 

The Italian ship p ae wreck at 
a distance of about six miles. As there 
was no 8 of life to be seen about 
her, Ca n Monzali proceeded to Nor- 
folk. had not then heard 
escape of the Germans, and he did 
Nnot make a report at the’ Virginia port.

Be Used in Cooking and on An- 
other No Pork May Be Sold. 


FOOD SITUATION CRITICAL 


Rigid Card System Such as Is Ap- 
plied to Bread to be Extended 
to Many Other Commodities.

BERLIN, Oct. 22.—Germany’s food 
hsupply, has suddenly become the most 
important internal question of the day, 
the press devoting more space to butter, 
milk, eggs, and meat than to war news. 
Meanwhile the highest Stéte and mu- 
nicipal authorities, aided by hundreds of 
experts, are hard at work trying to cut 
the Gordian knot of supply and demand 
with sharp socialistic measures for price 
regulation and distribution. This is like- 
ly .to prove the supreme test of German 
genius for organization. 

A beginning probably will be made next 
week to ‘‘stretch’’ the meat, supply 
along the following novel lines: There 
will be two no-meat days each week on 
which dealers will be forbidden to sell 
any kind of meat or foods composed 
wholly or partly of meat ingredients. 
This applies not only to hotels and res- 
taurants, but also to butchers’ shops, 
delicatessen stores, &c. On these days 
banned goods may not even be displayed 
in show windows. On two other days 
restaurants may not serve food fried or 
otherwise prepared with any fats, includ- 
ing butter or lard. On one other day— 
making five in all—the sale of pork is 
forbidden. Heavy fines will be imposed 
for. violation of the regulations. The po- 
lice and commissions of experts have far- 
going rightS’ of entry and search of 
stores, restaurants, and other premises. 

Maximum prices for meats are. ex- 
pected. to..be put. im force next week, 
and if it is:not possible to regulate the 
-@istribution there. will -be a system of 
theat c&tds similar to the bread dards 
which have been in use for the past 
thirty-five weeks. Milk.cards for babies 
and sick persons are: also coming, and 
if this works out milk cards may be 
extended to the whole population. Pe- 
troleum cards are also a possibility, in 
the near future, so that life in Berlin 
may acquira the fascination of a card 
game. 

The new food measures are being 


hailed with approvai by all parties and 
classes, and many persons are criticis- 
ing the: Government for not having 
taken up the problem and put the meas- 
ures in force long age. The general be- 
lief is that there is food enough for all 
at reasonable prices if the speculators 
and cold storage can be eliminated as 
factors. 


‘CHANT OF THE SWORD’ 
IS'NEW HYMN OF HATE 


Expresses Pride in Slaughter of 
Children, According-to an 
English Version. 


LONDON, Oct: 7.—The Berne cor- 
respondent of The Pall Mall Gazette 
says Germany’s ‘‘Hymn of Hate” has 
been supplanted by “The Chant of the 
German Sword,’’—a composition brought 
out in Leipsic a week or so ago, which 
has already run into half a dozen edi- 


tions. 

This is what its anonymous author 
makes the ‘‘ German sword’’ say: 

‘‘It is no duty of mine to be either 
just or com ve aged, it suffices that 
I am sancti = my exalted mission, 
and that I blind the eyes of my enemies 
with such streams of tears as shall 
make the proudest of them cringe in 
terror- under the vault of heaven.

German Correspondents Say In-

Troops, Splendidly Equipped.

HEADQUARTERS OF GENERAL 
GALLWITZ’S ARMY ON THE SER- 
BIAN FRONT, Oct. 19, (via Cologne 
and London, Oct. 22.)—On the whole 
front from Moldawa Istand to the fron- 
tier town of Obrenovatz, which lies 
southwest of Belgrade, there has been 
the severest fighting. In spite of the 
difficult mountain country an attack 
made on a broad front resulted in se- 
curing to us an Important extension of 
the territory which we were occupying 
north of Belgrade. West of the Danube 
and south of Bosevac about forty square 
kilometers were occupied. The attack 
was pressed to a point behind Golubac 
and southeast of Semendria. The terri- 
tory actually acquired was approximate- 
ly 100 square kilometers, as in this re- 
gion it was possible to force the enemy 
from their positions along the Danube 

west of Semendria. 

“The Hungarian troops fought there 

bravély against thé stubbornly, resisting 
enemy, especially in the vitinity of 
Hills 254 and 202. South of the mount- 
ain village of Ripanj and about Grod- 
ska extremely severe fighting took place, 
the Teuton allied troops ultimately suc- 
ceeding in establishing connections and 
closing! their lines. In this section of 
the front there was a gain of nearly 200 
square kilometers. 
e “Through the clearing of the heights 
on the Serbian shore of the Danube in- 
creased security has been gained for our 
resefves, as the enemy’s artillery can no 
longer threaten them. Kolars and Mala- 
krsna form supporting positions for the 
right wing of the army of General Gall- 
witz at Gobulac. . Those of, the left wing 
in the region of Luschitza and Bosevac 
form the centre over which the army is 
advancing toward Morovatale, the chief 
line of traffic in Serbia. The mountain- 
ous country of Gorndjak, Klissura, and 
the Zrna Gora still separate the allied 
armies, but their eventual union at 
Timok may be considered a certainty. 

“The fighting abilities of the German 
Army in the Balkans have been proved 
magnificently. Against the stubborn re- 
sistance of the Serbian troops they 
fought their way inch by inch from one 
position to another. The Serbians stood 
their ground, rigidly obeying their or- 
ders, which were to defend their posi- 
tions to the last man. They were finally 
brought to submission only by the use of 
bayonets and rifle butts. 

While the Danube positions were de- 
fended by third-line reserves the defens- 
ive ferce in the latest battles consisted 
entirely of splendidly equipped troops of 
the first line. Even after the enemy 
had been driven from his positions there 
were constant severe rearguard actions 
and the extent of our success may be 
judged by the fact that along the entire 
front he was ultimately thrown out of 
carefully prepared and strongly forti- 
fied defenses. 

The reserves now co-operating with 
the army. give one the impression of 
activé,and entirely fresh troops. 
self saw them at Bazias and Palam 
during the crossing of the Danube. It 
may be asserted that all.of the Prus- 
sians, Thuringians,  Wtirttembergers, 
Saxons, Bavarians, Hessians, and 
especially men of the mark of Branden- 
burg, have won the recognition of their 
officers. <A high staff officer of the 
army of General Gallwitz said to me: 

“You. may call this army a triumph 
of Germany, both as regards its men 
and its equipment. Difficult obstructions 
lie at every road crossing in Serbia, but 
for these troops there is no difficulty 
which cannot’ be overcome.” ._ : 

Among other interesting details I learn 
that in the last battles the equipment of 
the Serbian troops was exceedingly 
varied. It is said that among the cap- 
tured rifles were implements of all 
kinds, including even old flintlock guns 
and’ long Arabian rifles used in ‘the 
desert. Among the cannon taken, aside 
from the French guns were chiéfly guns 
of English make. 

The Serbians destroy nothing ‘more 
than is necessary in their conduct of the 
war and do not follow the example. of 
their Russian tutors; who devastate 
occupied territory with fire. and rapine. 
The inhabitants of the country have al- 
ready accepted the fate of their land. 
In the conquered district of Posareytaz 
the majority of the residents are follow- 
ing the example of the Burgomaster, 
who stuck to his post.

MAY ACQUIT ‘QUIT CHARLTON a 


OR FREE HIM QUICKLY 


If Found Mentally Irresponsible, 
He Is Likely to Escape 
More Panishmeni. 


COMO, Oct. 22.—The trial of Porter 
Chariton on the charge of having mur- 
dered his-wife was resumed today. Mi- 
celli Picardi, Charlton’s chief counsel, 
was present in court today, although he 
has not completely recovered from his 
illness. Charlton’s physical condition has 
improyed, ana it is expected that there 
will be no further interruption of the 
trial. A verdict-is looked for on Tuesday 
or Wednésday. 

The court gave an opportunity to Sig- 
nor Picardi to familiarize himself with 
the case. He asked many questions con- 
cerning the previous sessions. 

Twenty witnesses were interrogated. 
Among them were hotel keepers, boat- 
men, porters, physicians, a druggist, a 
milkman, and the owner of the house in 
which the Charltons were living at the 
time Mrs. Charlton met her death.. The 
witnesses gave contradictory testimon 
concerning the mode of life of the Charl- 
tons and their quarrels. 

The reading of evidence taken in Amer- 
ica produced an impression favorable to 
Charlton, omen the testimony of 
Drs. Alexan Hamilton, George’ King, 
William Arlitz, Edward Fisher, Arthur 
Hasking, and Alfred Herzog, agreeing as 
to the irresponsibility of Charlton. A 
deposition by William Craix to the effect 
that Mrs. Mary Scott Charlton had at 
one time attempted to shoot him, and 
another by John Glinteen, who testified 
that. Mrs. Charlton considered her hus- 
band “‘‘ an infant in her hands,’’ were of- 
fered in evidence. 

Under the Italian law a Judge sub- 
mits to the jury a number of questions 
and pronounces sentence according to 
the answers. In ‘Charlton’s case the 
main questions will be: First, whether 
when he kiled his wife he was mentally 
responsible; second, whether he was 
partially responsible; ; third,: whether 
there were extenuating circumstances, 
such as provocation, intoxication, or 
jealousy. 

If the first question is answered in the 
negative, Charlton will be acquitted; if 
in the affirmative, he: may be condemned 
to serve about twenty years in prison, 
the Judge having certain discretionary 
powers. 

If the second question is answered af- 
firmativély the penalty may be reduced 
by half. 

If.an affirmative answer is given to 
the third question, Charlton may be 
sentenced! to imprisonment for six years 
or less, which would eet ig mean that 
he would be release since on Oct, 24 
he will have been five years and four 
months in prison and would benefit by | 
the year’s reduction granted in fixin 
penalties. for ail offenses, -committ 
before Italy entered the war.

WASHINGTON STIRRED 
BY EXECUTION STORY 


Official Action Unlikely, Bat Case 
Makes Bad impression in 
Official Circles.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—From what 
was said by officials tsday there is no 
likelihood that the United States Gov- 
ernment will take any action with re- 
spect to the execution of Miss Edith 
Cavell by the German military authori- 
ties in Belgium, but the case will prob- 
ably, tend to revive the feeling that ex- 
isted here over the reports.of German 
atrocities. 

There was a marked disposition among 


officials to avoid comment, but at the 
same time it was manifest that the exe- 
cution had created 4 very bad impres- 
sion. The opinion :is' widespread that 
the disciplinary and punitive effects of 
the treatment of Miss Cavell could have 
been. gained as well by exiling her 
from Belgium or seriding her to prison.

Our Next Dreadnoughts to be 
‘Provided with Novel Defense 
Against Submarines. 


DANIELS’ READY FOR BIDS 


Wilson. Sounding § Legislators on 
_Army tIncrease—Navy to List 
Merchant and Private Craft. 


Special to. The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—Secretary 
Daniels announced today that bids 
would be opened on Nov. 19 for the 
construction of two new dreadnoughts, 
and it also became known that the 
vessels: would be provided with the 
greatest defense against torpedo attack 
yet introduced into any American bat- 
tleship, Several new ideas will be ap- 
pended in the construction of the hulls 
to eniable the ships better to withstand 
submarine torpedo blows. 
What these innovations are cannot be 
obtained from Secretary Daniéls or 
higher officials of the Navy Depart- 
ment at this time beyond the fact that 
they are the result of the caisson ex- 
periments which were conducted in the 
lower Chesapeake Bay last Summer. 
They consist of several thicknesses of 
hull, with a number of subdivisions and 
a provision,for the placing: of: internal 
armor within the hulls of these ves- 
sels. 
One lesson learned from the European 
war is the necessity’ fo®™ greater pro- 
tection for huge warships against tor- 
pedo attacks. In the past this has been 
attempted, among other ways, by tor- 
pedo nets. Nets have not been used in 
the United States Navy, but Secretary 
Daniels is planning to use them on 
some of the new battleships. However 
it is not with nets but with a different 


method of hull construction that it is 
intended to render the new battieships 


These vessels are now officially 
known as battleships 48 and 44. After 
contracts have been awarded they will 
be named, The policy of the Navy 
Department for many years has been to 
name battleships and armored cruisers 
after States. The board thinks the 
navy should have forty-eight battle- 
ships in the first fighting line. This 
would enable the navy to have a fleet 
or fleets in which the name of each 
State would be represented. The only 
State not now represented by a ship in 
the navy is New Mexico. 

The new dreadnoughts for which con- 
tracts will be awarded on Nov. 19 were 
authorized by the act of March 4, 1915. 
The contracts would have been awarded 
last Summer but for the fact that pre- 
liminary plans for the vessels were de- 
layed by the desire to incorporate in 
the two new ships some lessons of the 
war in Europe, and also to better safe- 
— them against torpedo attack. It 
s understood that the displacements of 
the new ships will be about 32,500 tons 
each. They will be about 625 feet long 
over all, and about 98 feet beam. Their 
mean draught will be about 30 feet of 
water. They will carry a full supply 
of fuel oil, amounting to about 2,200 
tons for each vessel, and will have a 
maximum stowage of 8,271 tons of fuel 
oil. The speed on trial is to be not less 
than 21 knots. 

The armament of these vessels will be 
virtually the same as that of the Cali- 
fornia, Idaho, and Mississippi. In their 
main batteries each of the new dread- 
noughts will carry twelve fourteen-inch 
guns, arranged in four turrets. There 
will be three big guns in each of the 
turrets. Each of the units will have 
four submerged torpedo tubes. The sec- 
ondary batteries will consist.of twenty- 
two: five-inch “rap{d-fire guns, four 
three-pounder saluting guns, two one- 
pounders for boats, a three-inch field 
piece for landing parties, and two 380- 
calibre machine guns. : 


Wilson Continues Conferences. 


Formal announcement of army plans 
in the national defense program to be 
laid before Congress oy the Adminis- 
tration this Winter awaits word from 
President Wilson that he has cogcluded 
his conferences with Congressional lead- 
ers on the subject. While the President 
has approved the plan which calls for 
building up an army of more than l1,- 
,000 men in six years he has not 
yet had an opporranity to discuss it 
with all those members of the House 
and Senate whose views he wishes to 
obtain. 
Senator Chamberlain, Chairman of the 
Senate Military Affairs Committee, now 
is en route to Washington from Oregon. 
t was learned tonight that, although 
it had been determined to recommend 
establishment of several new:harbor de- 
fenses on both the Atlantic and Pacific, 
armed with 16-inch guns, final designs 
for these giant ‘weapons had not been 
completed. Army ordnance experts say 
the 16-inch gun in no sense represents 
the biggest weapon that can be designed. 
If ships are built that can withstand the 
blow of a 16-inch Eesoecttie. it merely is 
a@ question of building a bigger gun. Yor 
that reason the new. coast-defense 
will be designed only as they are au 
ized, so as to include latest ideas. 
Listing Merchant Ships.

CANAL SLIDES WORRY NAVY. 


Cruiser Brooklyn, Going to China, 
Must Use Suéz Route. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—The grav- | 
ity of the situation at Panama on ac- 
count of the slides from the standpoint of 
national defense and military policy, 
was brought home to officials of the 
Navy Department today when they 
decided to send the cruiser Brooklyn 
to the Orient by way of the Suez 
Canal. ‘The vessel is to be. used as 
the flagship of Admiral Albert G. 
Winterhalter, the new Commander in‘ 
Chief-of the Asiatic fleet. His present 
flagship is the first class cruiser Sar- 
atoga, formerly the New York. 

By reason of long service on the 
Asiatic station the Saratoga is great- 
ly in need of repairs and overhauling 
and must be brought back to _ the 
United States. When Admiral Win- 
terhalter was placed in command of 
the Asiatic fleet he picked the Brook- 
lyr for his Sugship ana this vessel 
has been thoroug ly repaired and 
overhauled for a long tour of duty in 
the Orient. . For several weeks the 
Brooklyn has been ready to proceed, 
at is to. be sent direct to Shanghai,

Officials of the Navy Departmenc 
had worked out. an tinerary for the 
Brooklyn to gg ee by way of the 
Panama Canal. hen she was ready 
to proceed the. slides came, closing 
the canal. The Navy. Department 
waited patiently r the reopening, 
but as thore is no prospect cf this be- 
fore the first of’ next year, another, 
route for the voyage had_to be chosen. 
This new route is from New York by 
way of Gibraltar, the Suez Canal, In- 
dia and China. 

The Brooklyn will leave New York 
on Oct. 5. The distance to be trav- 
eled over the Suez route will be 1,411 
miles longer than by way cf Panama. 
This is ts fer ig to five days of ex- 
tra steaming by the Brooklyn. 
Congress last Winter enacted a law 
which provided that the Aclantic bat- 
tleship fleet should be sent through 
the canal to San Francisco ‘to attend 
the fuir and celebrate the cpening of 
the waterway. Naval strategists ob- 
jected to this when they learned 
from Governor Goethals that there 
was a prospect of more siides at 
Panama. An equally important rea- 
son was that it was believed to be 
wiser to keep the battleships in the 
Atlantic while there was a possibil- 
ity that events growing out of the 
European war might involve the 
United States. The Administration 
withheld its decision until last July, 
when it announced that the cruise to 
the Pacific would be abandoned. Na- 
val officers are now very glad that 
that decision was reached. If the 
fleet was now in the Pacific it could 
not return to the Atlantic coast ex- 
cept by way.of the Straits of Magel- 
len or the Suez Canal. 


THE NEVADA LEAVES QUINCY. 


New Dreadnought Coming Here to 
Begin Her Speed Trials. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—The super- 
dreadnought Nevada, which is soon to 
be added to the Atlantic battleship fleet 
with her sister ship, the Oklahoma, both 
of which will be the biggest vessels in 
the fighting line, left the Fore River 
Ship Yard, near Quincy, Mass., this 
morning for the Brooklyn Navy Yard, 
where she is due tomorrow. The Ne- 
vada is to be docked preliminary to her 
builder’s speed trials, which are to be 
begun next Monday. 

Keen interest is being manifested in 
naval circles in these coming speed per- 
formances of the Nevada. One rea- 
son is that she is the largest battleship 
provided with Curtis turbines yét 
brought to the trial stage for the Amer- 
ican Navy. There hag been consider- 
able trouble experienced with Curtis 
turbines in the navy, and for this rea- 
son the experts of the department are 
eagerly awaiting the performances of 
the Nevada. The only other battleship 
thus far completed. with Curtis’ turbines 
for the United States Navy is the North 
Dakota, which has occasioned the Navy 
Department much worry on ‘account of 
her engines. ,The Navy Department will 
ask Congress to make an appropriation 
— an entire set of new engines for this 
ship. , 
The second reason for the interest in 
the trials of the Nevada grows out of 
the fact that the engineering experts of 
the navy are anxious to compare the 
performances by the Curtis turbines’ 
with: those to be made by the recipro- 
cating engines of the Oklahoma. 

The displacement of the Nevada is 
27,500 tons. She is 583 feet long, has a 
beam of 95 feet 2% inches, and draws 
28 feet 6 inches. The draught of the 
Nevada was so great that she was only 
able to leave Quincy this morning at 
high tid The Nevada is 96.4 per cent. 
completed: Her. sister ship, the Okla- 
homa, is 98.1 per cent. completed. The 
Pennsylvania, which is 88.2- per. cent. 
completed and is: being finished at the 
Newport News Shrp Yard, will be ready 
to enter the fleep next Spring. The 
Pennsylvania displaces 81,400 tons, and 
is more than 600 feet long.

Navy Second in World, Army of 
250,000, Centralized Control, 
and Joint Manoeuvres. 


ATTACKS WILSON REGIME 


Let Navy ‘Run. Down, He Says— 
Germany and Britain 
" Criticised. 


Attacks upon the Wilson Administra- 
tion, Germany, hyphenated. Americans, 
and the pacifists are made by Theodore 
Roosevelt..an ah article ‘published . to- 
day in the November - Metropolitan 
Magazine. The Colonel couples these 
attacks with a severe criticism of Great 
Britain, alleging that Great Britain’ is 
not doing: its full share in. the war. 
Turning to the question. of preparedness 
in this country, he gives suggestion 
for a constructive policy. ' 

In opening: his article, Colonel Roose- 

velt asserts that had we begun’ the 
work of preparation when the war 
started we should’ now be’ able to make 
our national voice felt effectively in 
helping to bring about peace with’ jus- 
tice. This:he follows with an attack on 
bev German-American newspapers and 
adds: / , 
“The professional German-Americans 
here, aenne, as has been shown by 
President ilson’s ardent supporters 
in New York, with the: connivance of 
the Administration and by the direct in- 
stigation of the German Government, 
have deliberately. campaigned against 
the United-States, have exulted in the 
German atrocities; and have _ openly 
stated that the support of the German- 
American vote was conditioned upon the 
Administration's ‘attitude toward Ger- 
many, and that:.Germany' would let 
President Wilson play a part in the 
peace negotiations only if he actively 
or passively ° helped Germany in the 
WwW , 


After reviewing: briefly the history 
of our army and navy after the civil 
war, and answering criticisms which 
he said had been made that he did not 
do enough. in’ his Administration to 
tuild up our forces, the Colonel made 
this attack onthe Wilson policies: 

‘“‘ During the years 1913 and 1914 our 
navy had _ deteriorated with frightful 
rapidity. This was partly due to the 
way it -wds handled in. connection with 
our absurd. and. humilating little make- 
believe. war. with Mexico. Our ships 
were not manoeuvred and were never 
trained in fleet or squadron gunnery 
during these two years; and in conse- 
uence of this, among other causes, our 

eet now stands certainly not higher 
than fifth among the nations in ‘point 
of efficiency, and is not fit at this mo- 
ment to’ defend us from serious attack.”’ 


His Program for Defense. 


Colonel Roosevelt asserts that a half 
year’s military service would be a price- 
less boon to young men and would tend 
to social’ cohesion. We should, he wrote, 
make our military preparedness as com- 
plete as that of Switzerland, adding: 

“This means that first’ of all we 
should deliberately enter upon the pol- 
icy of elm. Our navy the second in 
size and efficiency among the navies of 
the world. Every \worthless navy yard 
should be abandoned and every worth- 
less military post; and not a navy yard 
or a military post should be kept, save 
from military and naval considerations. 
The administration of the army and 
navy should be centralized; no indi- 
vidual Congressman or Senator should 
interfere in such matters as the posts 
and navy yards. 

“To permit the navy to deteriorate 
as it deterioratec . 478 and 1914 
should be accepted as an impeachable 
offense. The fleet and the army alike 
should be manoeuvred every year in 
mass; that is, all the battleships should 
be manoeuvred together in company 
with all the auxiliaries of every kind 
for weeks at a time, and-a mobile army 
of at least 100,000 men should be simi-

In. treating of the pacifists 
Roosevelt wrote: 

“As for the woman who we gps the 
song, ‘I Did Not Raise M oy to-be a 
Soldier,’ her place is in China—by pref- 
erence, in a harem in China—and not in 
the United States. Every woman who 
has not raised her boy to be a soldier 
at need. hag. in unwomanly fashion 
striven to put a doyble burden on some 
other boy whose mother had a patriotic 


soul. ‘ 
** Every professional pacifist in Amer- 
fea, every representative of commer- 
Cialized greed, every apostle. of tenis o£ 
every sinister creature who betrays his 
country by pandering to the anti-Amer- 
ican -feeling which masquerades under 
some species of hyphenated American- 
ism—all these men and women and their 
representatives in public life are at this 
moment working against democracy. A 
riot of unrestricted individualism in 
time of peace means impotence for sus- 
tained and universal national effort to- 
ward a common end in war time.” 


Criticism of England. 
Of England’s position in the war the 
Colonel wrote: 
‘England gat this moment affords a 
lamentable example of the punishment 
that will surely in the end befall any 


nation which fails to take its duties 
seriously. Her navy has done “ad- 
mirably—thanks to men like Lord 
Fisher, who built it up, and to Winston 
Churchill, and especially to _ Prince 
Louis of Battenberg, who mobilized it 
in the nick of time, with an efficiency 
comparable to that which marked the 
mobilization of the German Army. Her 
soldiers at the front have ,behaved 
splendidly. But the English people as 
a whole have appeared to very great 
disadvantage when compared, for in- 
stance, with the French. This ‘is true 
of their capitalists. It is still: more 
true of _ their 
their striking workmen with the French 
workingmen, who toil night and day, 
and exchange brotherly greetings with 
the Generals at the front. 
true of their demagogues in. Parlia- 
ment and the press who oppose uni- 
versal military service. 

“After a year of war, wealthy Eng- 
land—England, the home of industrial- 
ism, England with its great military 
past, its tradition of fighting men—has 
failed to do its duty, as Germany and 
Austria, as Russia, France, Serbia, 
Montenegro, and Italy have done theirs. 
Relatively to her population, she - has 
put an army of utterly inadequate size 
into the field, compared to what the 
other powers have done. More lament- 
able still, she has utterly failed, even 
with a year during which to work, in 
the effort to produce the artillery and 
munitions of war which will make her 
able to be as effective as her German 
opponents or her French allies.’’ 

hen, turning his guns upon Ger- 
many, the Colonel wrote that we should 
avoid with horror the ruthlessness and 
brutality and the cynical indifference 
to international rights which the Gov- 
ernment’ of Germany had: shown dur- 
tng the last year. 

“But,” added the Colonel, “if we 
value the heritage bequeathed to us by 
Washington and saved for us by Lin- 
coln, we will at once begin the effort 
to emulate the German efficiency which 
is not only military but also social and 
industrial.’’

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TAFT SAYS AMERICA 


CAN'T HAVE BIG ARMY 


Doubts Half a Million Men Can 
Be Raised Without Conscrip- 
tion, Even Early in’ War, 


THINKS COST PROHIBITIVE 


Ex-President Advocates ,Large 
Navy and a Stronger® Force for 
the Nation’s Coast Defenses. 


Ex-President ‘Taft lgst night sug- 
gested a difficulty which might arise in 
the increasing of the army'‘in the course 
of an address on “ Our World Relation- 

at the Brooklyn Academy of 
Music. 


“The danger of.militarism,” he said, 
“is very remote in this country. 
couldn’t maintain a large army if we 
wanted to. We pay our soldiers $15 a 
month,. and we have all we can do in 
good times: to get the 80,000 men we 
have. If we wish to raise an army of 
half a million’ men in time of peace we 
will have to raise the pay from $15 to 
$35 or $40.a month, and this would be 
prohibitive. Without conscription we 
could hardly raise half a million.men in 
peace, or even in the first stages of a 
war; and how long would an Adminis- 
tration stay in power if it passed a con- 
scription law? 

“Militarism is a desire for territorial 
aggrandizement and a desire to g0 
around trying to pick a quarrel to dem- 
onstrate your greatness. We can have 
a big navy, an adequate navy, without 
danger of militarism. We are better 
prepared at present than many enthusi- 
asts will admit, but we do need reason- 
able preparedness, and the navy and 
coast defenses are short of men... We 
need a navy as large as the navy of any 
other nation which has a standing army 
big enough to spare 250,000 soldiers 
within a month for an attack on this 
country. - 

“We had a navy in 1902 that was as 
big as that of Germany, the nation with 
the biggest standing army, but now 
we need an increase of 30 per cent. to 
catch up with,the Germans. We have 
the best coast defenses in the world, 
but we lack 10,000 men of the numbcr 
required to man them. We should need 
a year to train an army for war, but 
by keeping our navy and coast de- 
fenses up to the proper strength we can 
| make the Atlantic and Pacific Oceans 
real bulwarks against unjust aggres- 
sion from either side. We Americans 
show our intelligence and ability in 
many lines of activity, but in matters 
ot government we seem to think God 
will take care of us, and we shall not 
have to do anything ourselves.’’ 

Mr. Taft expressed his opinion that 
America certainly would take part in an 
international conference’ after the war, 
‘**even if some of the belligerents don’t 
want us,’” and outlined the suggestions 
made by the League to Enforce Peace. 
In discussing Mexican relations he said: 

‘““Now we have recognized Carranza, 
one of the -warring contestants, and 
the qvestion is, Can he establish a gov- 
ernment capable of maintaining law and 
order? not, our responsibility for 
Carranza and the further anarchy be- 
cause of the part we have already 
played will increase the probability of 
our having to intervene to stop beg ae 
sistent interrational nuisance that Mex- 
ico has become to all nations whose 
subjects or citizens live or have prop- 
erty within her borders.”’ 

r. Taft expressed the hope that Car- 
ranza could establish a stable govern- 
ment, but ventured no opinion on the 
probability of it.

‘among the various steel manufacturers,

‘‘There is no industry that is so lack-

known too little of each other in the 
past for the good of both, he said. 

‘* Publicity has never done as much 
harm as secrecy. The corporation with 
a disposition to publish whatever: facts 
were proper to be known has, without 
many exceptions, been treated justly. 

Judge Gary referred to the famous ex- 
pression ‘‘ the public be damned,” say- 
ing:  ‘‘Whatever the truth may be in 
regard to this well-advertised and 
much-discussed expression, it is no 
doubt true that the sentiment which 
it conveys has in days gone by existed 
in’ the minds and actuated the conduct 
of a considerable number of the leading 
business men .of this com? ein ot 
countries during , various erio 
their history. Incfuded’in this class are 
men of intelligence and influence in all 
the various departments of industrial 
activity.’ 

Publicity Could Prevent War. 


Referring to the right of the public to 
know what its officials. were doing and 
what policies were being considered and 
enforced,- Judge Gary said that proper 
publicity ,would have prevented the 
present situation in Europe. 

“Tf the masses of. the people of the 
different nations engaged in the. terrible 
conflicts that are now waging in 
Europe,” said he, ‘‘ were fully informed 
of all the facts, is it to be supposed the 
wars would be much longer continued?

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—The Govern- 
ment took new steps today to put a stop 
to-the Mexican border raids which, in 
the latest outbreak, caused. the death 
of three -American soldiers and the 
wounding of eight others.

President Wilson conferred with At- 
torney General Gregory, who, it was an- 
nounced, is preparing to send a large 
eiuee ef.agents of the Department of 
Justice to the scene, ‘ 

Officials here are convinced that the 
Carranza authorities have no connec- 
tion with the disturbances and are 
anxious to stop them. The belief pre- 
vails that influences on the American 
side of the line have had much to do 
with a conspiracy to cause trouble. 

Eliseo Arredéndo, who received the 
recognition of the United States and the 
Latin-American republics for the Car- 
ranza Government in Mexico, will leave 
here tomorrow for the Mexican border 
to present in person to his chief the 
communications handed him -by Secre- 
tary Lansing and the Latin-American 
Ambassadors and Ministers last Tucs- 
day. Mr. Arredondo has had long talks 
with Secretary Lansing and members 
of the Latin-American Diplomatic Corps 
on Mexican afsairs generally, and will 
make a full report on the negotiations 
he has conducted here. It is understood 
that among the subjects he will discuss 
with General Carranza will be the situa-~- 
tion on the border resulting from per- 
sistent raids by Mexican bandits to 
American territory.

BY BARREN ISLAND 


Health Department Gathering 
Evidence of the Offen- 
‘sive Fumes. 


NEPONSIT, L. |,, COMPLAINS 


Dr. Emerson Says Modern Equip- 
ment, Though. Expensive, Would 
Do Away with the Odors. 


Definite steps to put an end to. the 
nuisance caused in the vicinity of 
Barren Island by the disposal plant 
there are being considered by the 
Health Department. Dr. Haven G. 
Emerson, Sanitary Superintendent, said 
yesterday that the Department prob- 
ably would bring a suit against the 
contractors, charging them with main- 
taining a public nuisance. 

“It would be premature to go into 
details regarding the .Department’s 
plans in this matter at the present 
time,’”’ Dr. Emerson said, ‘' but it can 
be said that this.and the problem o 
the fumes which come across to River- 
side Drive from the Jersey shore are 
two of the most important problems 
—_ which the Department is deal- 
ng.”’ 
The fumes from Barren Island have 
long been complained of by residents 
of Neponsit, L. I., which is just across 
from the island, but in the past year, 
since the removal of the old Sea Beach 
Hospital from Coney Island to Nepon- 
sit, where it is known as the Neponsit 
Beach Hospital, they have become a4 
matter of grave concern to the medical 
authorities. Persons who have had to 
inhale the fumes say they are not only 
highly objectionable, but actually a 
menace to health, and the Health De- 
partment officials say that they are by 
no means a necessary feature of the 
work done on Barren Island and could 
be easily done away with by the. ex- 
penditure of the amount of money 
needed to make the disposal equipment

ensive for such short contracts, I be- 
eve the contracts have generally been 
for three years. They should be for at 
least five years in order *9 justify the 
contractor ‘in the outlay of funds for the 
needed improvements. 

“The contractors haye spent consid- 
erable money on the plants on Barren 
Island and have continually promised 
to have the conditions remedied by cer- 
tain dates, but have always failed in 
this. We started to bring suit against 
them last December, but.it was emails 
agreed to postpone any prosecution until 
they had installed certain ees 
they were then ready to put in. The 
last of the new equipment was installed 
on Sept. 20 last, but the fumes were 
still there. ; 

‘““We sent inspectors to Neponsit and 
the hospital on Sept. 22, and have been 
sending inspectors there ever since to 
gather evidence.

TWO BOMBS FOUND IN LOT. 
Fifty Children Were Playing Near 
Deadly Explosive Machinery, 


‘Detective Barberi of the Second 
Branch was walking through a va- 
cant lot adjoining the six-story tene- 
ment house at 402. East Twelfth 
Street. yesterday afternoon when he 


noticed a bundle with newspaper i 


wrappings. He-.kicked it aside and 
two bombs fell cut. . 

Barberi called Policeman Healey of 
the Fifth Street Station and they 
soaked the bombs'in water and noti- 
ficd Inspector Owen Egan of the Bu- 
reau of Combustibles. 

The bombs were in steel cylinders, 
ten inches long and ‘six inches in 
diameter.

Accord- 
ing 'to the reports of the trial she ad- 
mitted the truth of this charge. Her 
act was a defiance of the authority 
ef the German military government 
of Belgium. Whatever may be our 
sympathy with the woman, whatever 
feeling ‘of horror the shooting of a 
woman by a file of soldiers may 
grouse, we must not forget that in 
Brussels she was subject to in- 
exorable military law, the provisions 
of which she had flagrantly violated. 
Ifa man of the English nation had 
been executed for this offense the 
world would have paid very aca at- 
terition to the matter. 

‘It will be said that the world pays 
attention to the execution of Miss 


“GAVELL because she was a woman, 


that the putting to death of a woman 
for a military offense is shocking to 
the minds and hearts of civilized 
“peoples. Let us here reproduce 
Article 102 of the Instructions for 
the Government of Armies in the 
United States, issued as General Or- 


’ ders. No. 100, April 24, 1863: 


The law of war, like the criminal law 
regarding other offensés, makes no 
Gigtinction on -account of the differ- 
ence of sex concerning the spy, the war 
traitor, or the war rebel. 

Migs CavELL was not a spy, not 
a traitor or a war rebel, but she had 
given aid and comfort to the enemies 
of Germany, she had aided them to 
eseape from German control, she had 
violated German military law in full

take account of all these circum- 
stances, we must keep them in full 
view, lest we be betrayed by humane

denounced in themselves and = by 
méans which too often have violated 
the foundation principles of humanity 
and justice, Germany has brought 
herself into a position where’ the 
world turns from her in horror and 
dreads nothing so much as the suc- 
cess of her arms. ‘She has instilled 
so deeply in the minds of her people 
the idea of power, of supreme jnili- 
tary powér, that she has deadened 
them to the finer and nobler feelings: 
of humanity. Man’s love of life, the 
chivalric sentiment’ of man for wo- 
man, tender consideration for the 
helplessness of age and of youth, all 
these she has maimed and bruised 
and effaced with her mailed fist, all 
these she has trampled under foot.

RUMANIA OF THE IRON GATES. 

It is possible that the issue between 
Kultur and Civilization in Europe will 
be decided not in the east, not in the 
west, nor om the seas, but upon the 
war-eroded-Balkan Peninsula. By the 
irony of events that is left for Ruma- 
nia to say; and her policy is frankly 
one of “ national selfishness.” She is 
interested only in herself. The possi- 
bility, approaching probability, that 
she will put her sword on the side of 
the Allies is an offset to the discour- 
agement they must feel at the course 
of the Balkan campaign so far, and 
also to their disappointment in Greéce. 

Rumania of the “Iron Gates” rises 
out of the Black Sea like a gigartitic 
lobster’s claw. The northern half is 
called Moldavia, and thrusts itself be- 
tween: Russia and Hungary. The 
southern half is called Wallachia, and 
lies between Hungary- and Bulgaria, 
the tip of it touching Serbia. Thus, 
Rumania separates allies and belliger- 
ents in a most tantalizing manner. - She 
hinders Russians, Teutons, and Bul- 
gars all at once. If she were with 
Germany, the Austro-German forces, 
instead of fighting their way. through 
Serbia, could march directly and with- 
out resistance: to Constantinople. If 
she were with the Allies, the Russians 
could invade Bulgaria, join the Anglo- 
French forces in Serbia, and attack 
Turkey at the same time. So, just 
thoroughfare across Rumania is of the 
highest strategic value. Add to this 
the fact that the Rumanian Army, 
600,000 strong, is one of the crack 
fighting machines of Europe, and you 
have a situation now both dramatic 
and fascinating, and bound to become 
historically celebrated. 

Were ever the diplomats of a little 
Power in such a position as this? 
They are “ negotiating.” That is the 
euphemistic word. If they forbear to 
practice extortion they are not Ru- 
manians but angels, for they have pre- 
cious merchandise to sell and the com- 
petition of the buyers is intense. Be- 
sides, they rather make a point of not 
being angels at all, but. selfish human 
beings, intent on getting what material 
things they want. Their natural feel- 
ings are anti-Teutonic, as Bulgaria’s 
were believed to be and probably are 
still. But their-Kings have been doubt- 
ful. Indeed, King CuHakres at the. be- 
ginning of the war sought to bring Ru- 
mania into an alliance. with the Cen- 
tral Powers, but was foiled by ‘the 
“national selfishness” of his people, 
calling themselves, “greater Ruma- 
nians.” He died, and was succeeded by 
FERDINAND, who apparently .is some- 
what less disposed to commit his coun- 
try against its prejudices. 

Until now Rumantia’s neutrality has 
been punctilious, even under the strain 
of great pressure from her formidable 
Teutonic neighbors and notwithstand- 
ing the tremendous reverses suffered 
by hér only other powerful neighbor, 
Russia. If she had yielded military 
thoroughfare on demand it would not 
have been necessary for the Austro. 
German forces to go through Serbia.

A CONSTITUTIONAL CAMPAIGN. 

The election to be held ten days 
hence is ‘an unusual one, in’ that the 
interest in- candidates, in most of the 
States participating, is subordinated to 
that in constitutional questions. It isa 
constitutional election. In some of the 
States only constitutional questions are 
involved. In nearly all the questions 
are of fundamental importance. The 
States that vote this year have turned 
aside from the usud] campaign of per- 
sonalities and party policies to debate 
the question of amending their Gov- 
ernments. 

Only eight States will vote—New 
York, Massachusetts, Maryland, New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, Kentucky, Ohio, 
and Mississippi. The Mississippi elec- 
tion is merely a ratification of thg 
nominations made at the Democratic 
primaries, and may be dismissed as an 
election only in form. This leaves 
seven States, and in five of these— 


1 New York, Massachusetts, Maryland, 
.|| Pennsylvania, and Ohio—the people 


are to vote upon radical changes in the 
Constitution. 

New York is to vote upon the new 
Constitution proposed by its conven- 
tion and upon woman suffrage. Mas- 


-sachusetts is to.vote ypon woman suf- 


frage and an income tax amendment. 
Pennsylvania will vote only upon the 
woman suffrage question. The inter- 
est of the bystander States is concen- 
trated on these three, because of the 
large place the suffrage question has 
come to occupy in the popular mind. 
The liquor question comes up only in 


one State, Ohio, which is to choose be-| 


tween two amendments. One, pro- 
posed by the Drys, prohibits not only 
the sale but the manufacture of intox- 
icating beverages, and the other, pro- 
posed by the Wets, prevents the sub- 
mission of any constitutional amend- 
ment: more than twice in six years. 
Ohio will also vote upon other amend- 
ments. The referendum is to be voted’ 
upon in Maryland, which will also de- 
cide about three other constitutional 
amendménts, including home rule for 
cities. The referendum has: not had 
much success in invading the East, 
but has been adopted in many Western 
States. 

Governors are to be elected in four 
States, Massachusetts, Maryland, Ken- 
tucky, and Mississippi, but the’ Missis- 
sippi election does not count. In Mas- 
sachusetts Governor WalsH, Demo- 
crat,js running for re-election’ against 
ex-Congressman McCALL. In Mary- 
land’ the candidates are OvinGTon E. 
WELLER, Republican, and EMERSON C. 
HARRINGTON, Democrat; the present 
administration is Republican. In Ken- 
tucky, whose administration is now 
Democratic, ex-Congressman STANLEY 
is the Democratic candidate against 
Epwin P. Mosrow. .Though there is 
no State election in Pennsylvania, ex- 
cept to fill vacancies on the bénch, as 
interesting a campaign as any in the 
country is going on in Philadelphia, 
where the term of the reform Mayor, 
BLANKENBURBG, is ending. GEORGE D. 
PoRTER, one.of the chief members of 
hig administration, is the reform can- 
didate for Mayor against ex-Postmas- 
ter THomas B, SMITH, Republican, and 
the question is whether to continue 
BLANKENBURG’s work or return the old 
machine to power. The New J ersey 
election is only for members of the 
Legislature, ahd the New York election 
is for members of the Assembly, eleven 
Supreme’ Court Justices, and three 
Congressmen, though there is more in- 
terest in the city and county elections. 

Off years are generally tame and un- 
interesting. What makes this year an 
exception is the coincidence that in 
most of the States participating alter- 
ations fn government, and alterations 
of profound importance, are to be 
voted upon. It is as important an elec- 
tion as any we have had in recent 


years.

AN OLD NEW YORKER. 

In the death of Amos F. ENo New 
York has lost not only one of its oldest 
citizens, but one to whom the metrop- 
olis in all its phases was always inter- 
esting. New York City was his hobby, 
in the pursuit of which his keenést en- 
joyment lay in collecting old prints of 
scenes and landmarks long since ef- 
faced by modern improvements. 

Mr. ENo was one of that small cote- 
rie of lovers of New York whose high- 
est ambition is the acquisition of a‘rare 
engraving of which it proudly may be 
said that it is either unique or that but 
one or two copies are known. He was 
one of the few great collectors of New 
York prints, among his genial rivals 
being JoHN D. CkimMInNs, R. T. HaInes 
HALSEY, RoBERT: GOELET,. PeRcy R. 
Pyne, 2d, Wittram LORING ANDREWs, 
SIMEON ForD, Isaac N. PHELPs STOKks, 
Ambassador MoRGENTHAU, and J. CLAR- 
ENCE Davigs. ‘Mr. ENo began when the 
field had féw competitors, and he often 
related with the true pride of the col- 
lector his “ find” of some rarity -for a 
few dollars, now worth as many thon- 
sands. His investments in these picto- 


‘rial souvenirs of early New York would 


doubtless realize, proportfonately, »a 
higher percentage of increase than his 
large real estate holdings. 

Mr. Eno -was born in ‘New York City, 
and for the greater part of his long life 
of eighty-one years he lived, a bach- 





ior, ta the old family home at itth 
Avenue and Tenth Street. He resisted 
successfully many threatened inva- 
sions of business into the Jower = ‘Fifth 
Avenue centre, and, like other lovers 
of their old ‘homes in different locali- 
thes, he purchased adjacent: property to 
preserve ‘the residential character of 
his neighborhood.

tel, was ruined by the civil war,, but

CARRANZA’S FIRST DUTY. 

The disturbances. along. the Mex- 
ican border are symptomatic of the 
unrest still extant in Mr. CARRANZa’sS 
domain, but so long as the more 
distinguished and influential members 
of the disrupted Villista party persist 
in theif determination to stand aloof 
from all demonstrations against the 
newly recognized Government there 
is little danger of a new revolution. 
Law-abiding resjdeuts of southern 
Texas, who have never approved of 
the activitiés of Mexican révolution- 
ists on United States soil, have feared 
that the recognition of CARRANZA 
might be the signal for/attacks on 
Texan towns and villages by the op- 
ponents of CARRANZA. But the inci- 
dent at Ojo de Agua, a small settle- 
ment in Texas about seven miles from 
Brownsville, seems to have been a 
sequel to the recent border disturb- 
ances, believed to have been inspired 
for.the purpose of exciting American 
anger and precipitating interven- 
tion, rather than the beginning of 
a new movement by adherents of 
Vm.ta. The slaughter of American 
soldiers on American soil, however, is 
not a matter to treat lightly. Hither 
CARRANZA must find means to pre- 
vent the invasion of Texas by Mex- 
ican outlaws or the Government at 
Washington must resort to measures 
more seyere than any that have yet 
been employed. It is folly to dismiss 
such an incident as a’ State affair 
which should be attended to by local 
authorities. If the raids continue 
there may be such an uprising against 
Mexicans in Texas’ before long as 
will have serious consequences. Some 
unworthy American citizens may 
have been involved in the circum- 
stances which led to these interna- 
tional troubles, but they are not the 
victims of the raids. 

The raiders are outlaws and bandits, 
to be sure, but they are Mexicans, and 
they have committed enough outrages 
on our side of the border to justify 
our Government in demanding their 
suppression in unmistakable terms, 
and, if the demand is not promptly 
heeded, in undertaking the work of 
su pression itself in. an-orderly way. 
At present the only serious trouble in- 


a 


SMexied” ‘séems to be right in the 


Brownsville neighborhood. At Toluca, 
the Zapata contingent has surren- 
dered to GONZALES and amnesty has 
been granted. There is no news of 
any Zapatista activity in Morelos. 
ViuLta sulks in Sonora, but none of 
his abler followers are with him, and 
he will be compelled to reorganize his } 
forces before he can start another 
revolution, if he is really so disposed. 
Ill-feeling against the Carranzistas is 
plentiful, and it will increase or de- 
crease according to the First Chief's 
ability as a pacificator. The con- 
tinuance. of the border disturbances 
should certainly have his éarly atten- 
tion. It is as much to his interest to 
satisfy the people of Texas as to his 
desire to be regarded as a good 
neighbor, capable of keeping his house 
in order, as it is to gain the good will 
of his own people. By “ making good”: 
with the United States as quickly as 
possible he will do more to discourage 
and disarm the various juntas which 
are looking for his early downfall 
than he can accomplish by a hundred 
pronunciamentos. It must be ad- 
mitted, by the way, that the granting 
of amnesty to the disarmed Zapatistas 
at Toluca is a hopeful sign of his in- 
tention to temper with mercy the

Asa matter 
of fact, it would be highly undesirable— 
a ghastly state of immobility, free from 
sorrows, indeed, but also without joys, 
and, worst of all, without hope. 


If ‘‘perfection’’ means anything, it 


means complete adaptation -to environ-/ 
Now, as it happens, that state 


ment. 
was reached by a majority of the world’s 
‘living inhabitants some millions of years 
ago, and they have remained in it ever 
since. So far as we can see, at any 
rate, the innumerable tribes of water- 
living animalcula of the simpler sorts 
are ‘‘perfect’’ in the sense that they 
are adequately equipped for meeting all 
the exigencies of existence as they know 
it. Except for accidents so rare as to bé 
negligible from the individual] view,. they 
go on growing and ‘dividing and growing 
again in what amounts to immortality. 
There is no reason to believe that they 
are ever hungry or cold, and they have 
absolutely nothing to worry about—or 
with. 

‘The result is that these most unfor- 
tunate little beasts are just what-and 
where they were in the remotest ages of 
life that even the geologists have dis- 
covered, and they will go on and on un- 
changed as long as there is any water 
for them to go on in. They have never 
progressed or improved because their 
perfection made it unnecessary for them 
to do either. 

The very thought of perfection other- 
wise than as an infinitely remote ideal- 
to be fought for and suffered for, but 
never to be attdined, is utterly’ demoral- 
izing. -Let a human being once gét into 
his or her head the notion of perfection 
as something realized, and he or she 
immediately becomes both mad and vile. 
That has: been shown by the followers 
of every cult claiming to confer the in- 
estimable boon. ‘* Perfect?’’ Why, in- 
stinct tells us that perfection is the 
worst of imperfections, and few appella- 
tions are more bitterly resented by sénsi- 
ble people. They know that they are 
not perfect, and do not: want to be.

Those good and humane Americans who in- 
tend to write personal letters to the Kaiser 
asking him to use his influence in Turkey 
to put an end to the persecution and massa- 
cre’ of the Armenians muést have’ forgotten 
the German Emperor’s journey to. Palestine 
in 1898, and his declaration, in his speech 
at Damascus, to take all Musselmans under 
his protection. Meanwhile, Christians were 
being slaughtered in Armenia, but, much 
to his sorrow, the Kaiser could not extend 
his protection to them. Policy is one thing, 
Christianity is another. See how a German 
minister of the Gospel knows how to recon- 
cile the two. Pastor Friedrich Naumann, who 
had gone to Jérusalem to witness the. tri- 
umphal entry of his imperial master into 
the holy city, says in his book, “ Asia’”’: 

Any weakening in German national en- 
ergy through pacifist associations or other 
analogous efforts serves the fearfully in- 
creasing power. of those. who rule today 
from Cairo to the cape, and from Ceylon 
to the Arctic Ocean, No fraternity with 
England! Let us have a national policy! 

This is especially what determines our at- 
titude in the Eastern question. That is. 
the profound reason why we must be po- 
litically indifferent to the sufferings of 
Christians in the Turkish Empire, however 
, painful it may be to our feelings. 

Bismarck taught us to separate foreign 
from home policies. It is just. the same 
with Christian missions.

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[SIR ANDREW NOBLE 
DIES IN LONDON 


One of the Leading Authorities 
on Artillery and Explosives 
. Was 84 Years Old. 


WON MANY. DECORATIONS |: 


He Was the Author of Books on the 
Scienc». of Gunnery ‘and a 
Member of Noted Societies.

LONDON, Oct. 22.—The death is an- 
nounced here. today of Sir Andrew 
Noble, one of the foremost authorities 
on artillery’and explosives, in his eighty- 
fifth year. 

He was a native of Scotland, and for 
many years had been an important mem- 
ber of executive and experimental eom- 
mittees connected with the work of 
Woolwich Arsenal. 

Sir Andrew was educated at Edin- 
burgh University, and in 1860 joined the 
firm of Sir W. G. Armstrong & Co., 
pioneer makers of ordnance. He was 
President of the First Committee on Ex- 
plosives from the time it was formed 
until it was dissolved, and later became 
a@ member of the Board of Research. In 
1904 Sir Andrew served as a member of 
the Tariff Commission. He was Presi- 
dent of the Federated Engineering Em- 
ployers of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland, and in 1908 re- 
ceived the gold medal of the Society of 
Chemiéal Industry. The following year 
he recéived the Albert Medal from the 
Royal Society of Arts. 

Sir Andrew received a number of Gov- 
ernmental decorations and honors for 
his work. In 1#93 he was created a 
Knight Commander of the Bath and in 
1902 “was made a Baronet. He was 
also' a Fellow of the Royal Society, a 
Fellow of the Royal Astronomical So- 
ciety, a Fellow of the Chemical So- 
ciety, and the Universities of Oxford 
and Cambridge conferred on him the 
degree of Doctor of Science. Sir An- 
drew was also a Doctor of Civil Law. 

He was the first Baronet of Ardmore 
and Ardardan Noble in Dumbartonshire 
and of Ardkinglas in Argyllshire. Sir 


Andrew was also a Justice and Deputy 
Lieutenant of the Peace in Northumber- 
land, of which he was Sheriff in 1896. 
He had received a number of foreign 
decorations, among which were those of 
the First Class of the Sacred Treasure 
of Japan and the Order of the Risin 
Sun, the Grand Cordon of the Orders 0 
Mesoudieh and Medjidie, the Rose of 
Brazil, the. Grand Cross of the Crown 
of Italy, the Dragon of China, the post 
of Commander of the Order of Jesus 
Christ of Portugal, and he was a Knight 
of the Order of Charles III. of Spain. 

Sir Andrew was also a foreign mem- 
ber of the Academia del Lincei of Rome, 
and at the.time of his death was Chair- 
man of Sir W. G. Armstrong, Whit- 
worth & Co. 

He was the author of a number of

Munitions Stocks Make Further 
Gains—Foreign Exchange 
Rates Slump Badly.

The most spectacular 

performer was, of course, Bethlehem 

Steel, which sold up 12 points, to 600, 

at the opening, but Baldwin Locomotive 

was a close secohd. There was this dif- 

ference in the two war. stocks, 

whereas Bethlehem was relatively inac- 

tive and sold off 25 points at. the close, 

Baldwin was in great demand and ended 

the session with a net gain of 16%, and 

within a little more than a point of the 
highest price ever touched. 

Such an excited opening, which result- 
ed in transactions totaling 346,000 shares 
in the first hour, naturally awoke many 
of the old rumors on which the special- 
ties had been put up. The motor issues 
made early gains, which were not all 
maintained, although Maxwell Motors 
common closed the day at 70, a net gain 
of 3%. Studebaker was unusually ac- 
tive, and sold up to 195, but subsequent- 
ly lost 5 points of this. United States 
Industrial Alocohol and Distillers both 
continued their gains, the former adding 
5% points to its price on Thursday. 

The railroads were in somewhat bet- 
ter light yesterday, but contributed only 
@ small share to the trading. Reading, 
Pennsylvania, Norfolk & Western, New 
Haven; and Union Pacific, all benefited 
by the improvement in Fall traffic fig- 
ures. The argument. that the railroads 
are short of equipment, and will not be 
able to handle the amount of business 
that is expected to come upon them next 
month, is met by the statement that the 
better railroads are making much more 
efficient use of their rolling stock, which 
means along with heavier trainloads 
better net earnings. 

The weekly trade reviews were very 
favorable in spite of the temporary set- 
back to retail trade due to the milder 
weather. Duri’s reports that evidence 
of widening activity is now apparent in 
nearly every important department, even 
in localities where, no sign of recovery 
was manifest a short time ago. Brad- 
street’s emphasized the fact, well known 
in the wholesale trade, that the general 
buying movement now on is accom- 
panied by insistent demands for prompt 
showing that stocks on 
shelves have been greatly reduced. 

It begins to look as though the pend- 
ing negotiations for banking credits be- 
tween this city and London will be 
altered by the increasing evidence of the 
need for larger amounts than had been 
considered. Demand sterling yesterday 
sold down to $4.64%, representing a drop 
of 2%c. from Thursday's lowest figure. 
The weakness was due to growing recog- 
nition in this country of the meaning of 
the tremendous exports now going out. 
Large amounts of munitions ordered 
here months ago are now beginning to 
show in the trade figures. 


LONDON MARKET ACTIVE. 


Money and Discount Rates Firm— 
American Exchange Weak. 


LONDON, Oct. 22.—Money and dis- 


count rates were firm today. 

American exchange was.weak. Cable 
transfers opencd at 4.67% and fell: to 
4.66%.

Farmers Buy Anglo-French Bonds. 
Bond men engaged in distributing the 
Anglo-French loan bonds state thatthe 
demand in this city and environs does 
not picture the sort of buying in evi- 
dente in interior parts of the country. 
From Chicago, where it had been 
thought the securities might. meet with 
a rather ‘indifferent reception, comes 
word that sales are being made on a 
scale entirely satisfactory. The Chi- 
cago bankers lay , especial’ emphasis on 
the purchases being made by investors 
through the farming regions. The farm- 
ers and merchants of the smaller towns, 
it is said, have grasped the opportunity 
of buying a bond which nets them moré 
than 5 per cent. High prices for grain 
and other farm products have brought 
a great deal of money into the hands 
of the farmers, and a 5 per cent. return 
on it appeals to them, especially in view 
of the assurances they have secured 
from publicity surrounding the issue 
that their principal will be safe. .

Our Securities Abroad. ; 
Within a few days the result of a seo- 
ond inquiry into the ‘holdings of Amer- 
ican railway securities abroad is ex- 
pected to be announced. President L 
F. Loree of the Delaware & Hudson 
stated when. he made public last June 
the figures obtained from banking 
Sources that further reports would. be 
made, The statement of foreign held 
securities, gathered over a period ex- 
tending from October, 1914, to last. April, 
showed in the June announcement that 
the total was about $2,576,000,000. It 
is believed that this has since been 
Greatly reduced, by ‘several hundred 
millions probably. A total in the neigh- 
borhood of $100,000,000 is understood to 
have been sent to this country from 
England and France as security for 
loans made to banks of those nations. 
This transaction did not involve a 
change of ownership, but large amounts 
of the various bonds are supposed to 
have been disposed of here. An in- 
stance was the purchase by:the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad of a big block of its 
own bonds.

Some Would-Be Bears. 


A great many traders are beginning 
to sigh afresh for a two-sided’ market. 
They had it for a time after the Arabic 
was sunk and again when the banks 
and brokers sought .to check specula- 
tion a few weeks ago. As demonstrated 
by these incidents, progress toward this 
end is accompanied by hardships to the 
speculator working on an insufficient 
margin. The market became two-sided 
at the expense of prices. The traders 
who have a hankering for a little ex- 
citement on the short side- would ‘not 
like to see this occur again unless they 
happened to be in position to profit by 
a sharp decline. As actual bears are 
scarce, a break would probably find 
few short at the top. But the potential 
bears would like’ to see a short interest 
quietly built up, without untoward oc- 
currences in the price list. Bearish 
talk was the feature of numerous 
offices yesterday, although the market 
did ‘not reflect it in a striking manner.

A Weetuate Position. 


The Lehigh Valley Railroad serves 
the Bethlehem Steel Corporation and 
rushed the projectiles for the Allies’ 
guns from the plants at Bethlehem to 
the seaboard. Those optimists in 
Bethlehem Steel who are holding their 
common stock for $1,000 a share may 
have been studying the increased earn- 
ings of the Lehigh since the ammuni- 
tion era dawned in America, It would 
be a very unsafe. thing to calculate ‘Mr. 
Schwab’s total monthly output by the 
Lehigh’s increased earnings. It is prob- 
able, however, that there is some con- 
nection. For the three months ended 
Sept. 380 the gross earnings of the 
Lehigh Valley amounted to about 
$11,500,000, an increase of $188,000. In 
September the gross earnings increased 
about $28,000.

Wabash-Pittsburgh Bondholders 
Blame Directors for Stock Issue. 
Minority first mortgage bondholders 

of the Wabash-Pittsburgh Terminal 

Railway, represented by the protective 

committee, of which Daniel B. Ely is 

Chairman,: are urging the adoption of a 

new reorganization plan as a substitute 

for the plan of the Reorganization Com- 
mittee, of which James N. Wallace is 

Chairman. The new plan is virtually 

the same as that proposed for the re- 

habilitation of the Wabash-Pttsburgh 

Terminal Railway by Mr. Bly in 1918. 
Under this plan it is proposed to con- 

solidate the Wabash-Pittsburgh Ter- 


minal Railway with the Wheeling & 


Lake Erie Railroad and to operate the 
two roads under one charter. It is pro- 
posed to raise about $17,000,000 by as- 
sessing both the stockholders of the 
Wheeling & Lake Erie and the first 
mortgage bondholders of the Wabash- 
Pittsburgh Terminal. Those paying the 
assessment would receive prior claim 
certificates, and the first mortgage 
claims would thus remain intact until 
these prior claims had been paid off. 
The $17,000,000 would suffice to pay 
receivers’ certificates and other claims 
and to buy in the property. It is pro- 
posed further to issue $30,000,000 long- 
term refunding bonds on the consoli- 
dated property, and a part of the pro- 
ceeds would be used to repay the as- 
sessment. As outlined in the Ely plan 
it is estimated that the consolidated 
ccmpany, on 2 normal basis, should 
earn at least $80,000 above charges ail- 
nually. 

In a circular sent to first mortgage 
bondholders yesterday the Ely Commit- 
tee suggests the advisability of bring- 
ing suit against former Wabash-Pitts- 
burgh Terminal Railway Directors for 
issuing $10,000,000 in stock in exchange 
for the same amount of stock of the 
Wabash Railroad. It is contended that 
this issue of stock was not warranted.

_ PUE TO EXCESS:OF EXPORTS 


Institutions Meeting Foreign. Bilis 
Bought at Lower Rates and Are 
Lending Money In London. 


’ Notwithstanding the influence of the 
Anglo-French loan and the expectations 
of additional credits for England and 
France amounting to many millions, for- 
eign exchange rates broke rather sharply 
yesterday. Demand sterling sold as low 
- ap $4.64%, a decline for the session of 
‘2% cents to the pound, from the highest 
level of Thursday. At this-figure sight 
bills were quoted more than 4 cents to 
the pound under Monday’s best price. 
The rate hardened slightly toward the 
close of business, but the final quota- 
tion stood no higher than a quarter cent 

* above the lowest. 

Franc checks at 5.92% when the mar- 
ket closed were 2 centimes lower than 
Thursday night, and Italian lire at 6.42 
showed: a recession of three-hundredths 
to the dollar. Reichsmarks were un- 
changed, and Swiss exchange displayed 
a slight improvement. 

The decline, according to exchange 
brokers, represented nothing more than 
an acceleration of the retreating move- 
ment in’ evidence for ten days. The 
need for remittances abroad is light, 
and while the supply of exchange bills 
made from day to day is not large, it is 
great enough to cause prices to lose 
ground. One reason offered for the 
prevailing small demand for exchange 
is that. institutions with payments to 


make in Europe in November and De- 
cember anticipated their wants earlier 
in the Fall, when rates were low. The 
funds provided for in exchange bought 
then were lent in London, where a 3 
per cent. call money rate has offered an 
advantage of lenders, inasmuch’as the 
New York rate has been 2 per cent., or 
under. The money lent has been under 
terms providing for a return to the lend- 
ers before their own requirements had 
to be filled. 

‘At the same time that buying of ex- 
change has been on a small scale for 
the purpose of sending funds across the 


séa, Europe’s purchases here have been 
on an increasing scale, adding to the 
one-sided state of the exchange market. 
Gold to the amount of about $30,000,000 
has been received from Canada this week 
and more is coming, but 8s movement 
is not extensive enough to have a ma- 
terial effect on the exchange market. It 
is expected that $25,000,000 will come 
in from Ottawa in a single shipment 
early next week, a transfer that was 
Postponed this week because of the 
congested state of the Assay Office. 
The coin is melted into bars, and sent 
to the different mints to be recoined into 
United States coin. All available facili- 
ties at the Assay Office smelter have 
been engaged in disposing of the $23,- 
500,000 received a few days ago, and the 
storage room for the boxes of gold has 
n too crowded to admit of further 
receipts for the time being, except for the 
comparatively small amounts brought 
in direct from London by this week’s 
steamers.

THE CONDITION OF TRADE. 


Seldom have the weekly trade re- 
views found prospects for business in 
this country so favorablé as at this 
time. Dun’s Review will say today: 


Even the change to milder weather did 
not materially lessen retail. demands, and 
there are still many more points of gain 
than of loss in the general situation. This 
fact is made clear in reports from the prin- 
cipal centres, as well as by the various 
statistical gauges that measure business 
movements and volumes. Bank clearings 
outside of New York largely surpass those 
of recent years, gross railroad earnings 
are steadily rising, the upward trend of 
commodity prices is unchecked, and the 
increase in commercial borrowing’ gives 
additional proof of trade expansion. Evi- 
dence of widening activity is apparent. in 
nearly every important department, and in 
localities where no sign of it was mani- 
fest a short time ago. Progress is more 
rapid, as it should be, in the industrial 
than in the trading field, and is most pro- 
nounced at cities where the manufacture of 
war supplies is now the leading occupation.

May Revise Mining Laws. 

According to ar announcement by the 
United States Bureau of Mines, a con- 
vention that will act on recommenda- 
tions, regarding a general -revision of 
the Federal mining laws will be held 
in Washington on Dec. 16.

Coverts to be Scarce. 

A strong undercurrent of demand ex- 
ists for coverts and, while they are not 
so. active at present, well posted 
clothiers and mill men alike believe that 
later on in the season there wfll be a 
rush for this fabric. Several retail 
manufacturers are understood to have 
sold everything they had in the covert 
line, and the representative of an Eng- 
lish house has been placing large orders 
for the cloth. It will be a difficult mat- 
ter, if an active demand comes up in the 
future, for the clothiers to get a fast 
dye covert. The cloth is not easy to 
make and requires more time than other 
types of fabrics, so that what has al- 
ready been manufactured will have to 
suffice the clothing trade.

Shirtings Much Higher. 

The makers of flannel shirts will have 
to pay advances on the goods going into 
their product. An increase of 5 per 
cent. is almost certain on cotton warp 
goods and in the cotton carded variety 
and woolen fabrics the advances will be 
much steeper. A cotton carded fabric, 
that one mill has been accustomed to sell 
at 60 cents a yard, the manufacturers 
refused to make at 85 cents. With the 
high prices for all fabrics composed 
chiefly of shoddy or, as they are known, 
“commercially all wool’’ fabrics, the 
mills expect the demand to shift to cot- 
ton warp goods. Business will probably 
be taken during the months of January, 
February, and March at comparatively 
low figures to occupy idle machinery, 
but the buyers. who leave their pur- 
chases to* June or later may expect to 
pay topnotch prices.

Strong Market Certain. 

The tone of, the piece goods market is 
exceptionally strong at present and 
gives every indication of becoming 
stronger. The big order taken by the 
leading factor will have the effect of 
restricting. the number of looms that 
may be devoted to the domestic trade. 
Besides this, heavyweights have become 
exceedingly scarce, and the mills are 
practically cleaned out of everything 
desirable. Zhe clothiers will need to 
make heavy replenishment for next 
Fall. If the situation were at all a 
normal one, even the present scarcity of 

oods might not affect the sales for 
uture delivery, but with every prospect 
of a continued demand from foreign 
Governments, the rising wool market, 
and the difficulty of getting adequate 
supplies of dyes,. buyers will be wise to 
make their purchases early.

New Forces at Work. 

For the retailer who. recognizes the 
new forces at work in the field of his 
activities, according to the merchandise 
manager for a large retail organization, 
there are very fair prospects in the 
way of additional business. He de- 
scribed the trend of demand in two 
phases. One is the desire on the part 
of the consuming public for higher- 
priced merchandise, and the other the 
quality’ of the merchandise. ‘ The 
storekeeper who can cut away from a 
hidebound policy,’’ he said, ‘* will find 
inuch in the way of profit. We have 
reached a period where the price of an 
article does not hold the weight with 
a@ customer it did. The stores that have 
gereisted in dealing only in merchan- 

ise of an established quality are win- 
ning cut. The sensational bargain 
giver is losing ground and we are get- 
ting back to saner methods of mer- 
chandising.” 7 


White Goods Move Freely. 
Primary sellers of white goods con- 
tinue to tell of good business on these 
fabrics for the Spring, 1916, “season. 
While the bulk of this business has, no 
doubt, already been placed by the job- 
bing trade, orders of one kind or an- 
other are reaching this market daily in 
no mean quantities. The cutting-up 
trades are also absorbing a considerable 
quantity of this merchandise, and sup- 
plies of fine: sheer goods fre limited 
generally in first hands, in spite of the 
higher prices asked for them. Novelty 
mixtures of silk and cotton are also 
being taken freely. The movement of 
novelty merchandise of a yarn-dyed 
nature seems, on the whole, to be quite 
a bit more active than that of printed 
goods, though the latter are by no 
gans out of the running. Prices in 
this part of the market are also very 
firm, and deliveries are said to be none 
oo certain because of the depleted 
supplies of the most-wanted colorstuffs.

It Is a Sellers’ Market 

The recent jump in the price of cotton 
has done much to put the control of the 
underwear market into the hands of 
the mills, and the resultant advances 
in the selling cost of the merchandise 
has changed the average jobbing buyer 
from an apparently more or less disin- 
terested being into a man: who is on the 
jump to see. where his goods are coming 
from. With advances on leading lines 
of ribbed and fleeced men’s garments 
as great, in some cases, as 35 to 37% 
centa a dozen, the situation has become 
serious for the buyer. Reports from the 
market indicate quite a good deal of 
dissatisfaction regarding deliveries of 
zoods bought earlier in the season at 
ower prices and not all of the com- 
ments are said to be edifying to the 
mills. But this cannot detract from the 
fact that the average mill is in a 
stronger-position now, both as to orders 
and to prices, than for some _ time. 
There has been no great change in the 
jobbing end of the local trade of late.

Re-dyeing Army. Fabrics. 
; The opportunity to supply the clothing 
manufacturers who are much in need 
of overcoatings by re-dyeing the uni- 
form cloth that was made originally for 
France has been seized by certain fac- 
tors in the piece goods market. This 
cloth was thrown on the market in ‘huge 
quantities by the failure of the commis- 
sion nouse that was negotiating with 
the French buyer# to complete satis- 
factory arrangements.

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TO PROMOTE EXPORT TRADE 


City College Provides a Free Course 
of Lectures by Experts, 


The College of the City of New York 
has devised a plan to assist New York 
business men to take advantage of the 
opportunities for increased export trade 
opened up by the war’s crippling of Eu- 
ropean industries. Dr. Guy Edward 
Snyder, who teacher economics at the 
college, and a number of prominent busi- 
ness men will conduct a free course of 
study of the export trade, beginning on 
Nov. 1. Lectures will be given in the 
Custom House on Monday and Tuesday 
afternoons. The course will cover the 
most effective sales organizations and 
sales methods for foreign trade, finan- 
cial organization, credits, . transporta- 
tion problems, and Government regu- 
lations affecting international . trade. 

The direction of the course will be in 
the hands of an advisory committee 
composed of representatives from the 
college, the American Manufacturers’ 
Export Association, the Merchants’ As- 
sociation, the National Association of 
Manufacturers, and the Board of Trade. 
Already 150 employes of one large com- 
pany have announced their intention of 
taking the course. 

usiness men familiar with the export 
trade to the countries on which they 
talk will discuss these methods at the 
Monday lectures. The Tuesday sessions 
will be devoted to discussion of the ques- 
tion of markets, and Government agents 
who have made special studies of this 
subject will be among the lecturers.

WHAT ARE NOT: SEA STORES. 


The Difference Between Them and 
Ship Stores Pointed Out. 


Warren E. Jonés of Buffalo is mas- 
ter of the steamer James E. David- 
son, plying on the great lakes. While 
the vessel was at Fort William, Ont, 
he bought bolts, nuts, packing, &c., 
for.use in the engine room. When he 
brought his abip into Buffalo he re- 
ported the purchases to the Collector 
of Customs, who demanded duty as a 
usual importation. The duty was paid 
under protest, it being claimed that 
Section 3,111 of the Revised Statutes 
exempts from duty merchandise pur- 
chased at foreign ports as “sea 
stores.” The matter came before the 
Board of General Appraisers for de- 
cision. Judge Hay held yesterday 
that the judicial authorities were to 
the effect that sea stores were re- 
stricted to provisious taken on board 
a@ vessel for the use of passengers and 
crew. 

On the other hand, “ship stores” 
comprehend such articles as become 
a part of the equipment of a ship, 
such as furniture, cables, tackle, &c. 
The General. Appraiser reached the 
canclusion tkat the nuts and other 
articles purchased at the Canadian 
port fell within the description : of 
ship stores or equipment, and were 
not the ‘sea. stores” referred to in 
the section of the revised statutes 
under which claim for duty exemp- 
tion was made.

TRAIN POLICE FOR WAR. 


Woods Fitting Force to Deal with 
“Great Emergenclies.”’ 


How members of the Police Depart- 
ment are being trained in preparedness 
is told by Commissioner Woods in a re- 
port of the department for the third 
quarter, made public yesterday, in which 
he said: 

“The committee is engaged in devel- 
oping a plan to enable the police to 
cope with any great emergency which 
might arise in this city, and to aid the 
police on such occasions they have col- 
lected information and data concerning 
power houses, reservoirs, hospitals, and 
large buildings for shelter, ra{lroad, 
steamship and automobile facilities, mu- 
nition stores, and aeroplane owners. 

“Skeleton orders have been prepared 
to provide for the detail of any number 
of the force to any given point in case 
of an emergency. A plan of auxiliary 
signals and communication has been 
made, and members of the force are 
practicing in the transmission of ‘mes- 
sages. Officers who are assigned to 
study and instruction at the United 
States Army camp at Plattsburg have 
made careful notes, particular attention 
being paid to commissary ad Quarter- 
master details. Plans for field bakeries 
are also being worked out, and profes- 
sional and business men who may aid 
the department with their special knowl- 
edge, covering a wide field of activity, 
have been listed for emergency work."’

Bishop Greer Warmly Approves 
Plan for Religious Instruction 
for School Children. 

} 


Permission to school children to attend 
classes in religious instruction outside of 
the classroom during the extra school 
time need not: introduce. sectarianism 
among children, according to Superin- 
tendent William A..Wirt of.the schools 
of Gary, Ind, and Dr. William L 
Ettinger, Associate Superintendent of the 
New York City schools, who talked at a 
meeting at Synod Hall last night. Mr. 
Wirt said that it had not had any such 
effect in the schools of Gary. He said: 

** Bvery church in Ga is giving re- 
ligious instruction’ to children in the 
extra ‘hours which are not used in the 
classroom. The children have come to 
regard it in a very matter,of-fact way 
as a regular part of their daily lives. 
They. would be surprised to learn that 
there’ were children in other cities who 
had no religious instruction on week- 


ys. ’ 

“T have not been able to find the 
slightest. mark of sectarianism on any 
of the children or the least trace of lil- 
feeling between the churches over the 
question of education. -There is not in 
the religious. instruction they reccive 
daily at the various churches any teach- 
ing apt to produce such results. They 
are not taught much about creeds or 
the differences between denominations. 

“YT do not say that a religious teacher 
could not. get. them excited over the dif- 
ferences between churches, but I can- 
not imagine a church employing such a 
teacher. I cannot see that it is a 
strong argument against a good thing 
to say that it might be done badly. It 
is our business to see that it is done 
well.’ 


Wants Children Kept Busy. 


One of the questions put to Mr. Wirt 

as how the school authorities, under 
ihe Wirt system, could deal with i 
norant and illiterate parents who would 
seek to have their children work in 
sweatshops or at home during the ex- 
tra hours outside of the school building. 

“The average time that a child is oc- 
cupied in the schools on-each day of the 
365. days of the year is two and a half 
hours. Our plan is to keep children 
more fully occupied during the day in 
play, in work with the hand, and with 
religious instruction. There must be a 
co-ordinating agent which will join the 
activities of children outside of school 
with those in the school. e plan 
will not run itself. There will have to 
be adjustments in different portions of 
the city.. We must somehow get the co- 
ordinating done, if the men and women 
of today want the school children of to- 
day to be turned out of as good a type 
as they were.’’ 

Mr. irt said he would have no ob- 
jection, for instance, if a child should 
put in an hour of the extra time in the 
morning in bebe 3 for her mother, if 
the mother needed help. The right kind 
of a mother, he said, could teach house- 
keeping, for instance, better than it 
could be taught in the schools. 

He said that two generations ago men 
and women, who lived in cities less con- 
gested than those of today, had a 
chance to play in’ the open and to do 
chores and other work, so that their 
time was fully occupied. A generation 
ago, the children in the big cities had 
less open space and lived more and 
more under conditions which cut them 
off from the play and occupation of an 
earlier time, and today these conditions 
are worse. He told a Story of an old 
man who had retired from business and 
interested himself in the education of 
his grandchildren. 


Sees Possible Danger. 


‘“‘He soon found out the disadvantage 


which school children to had in com- 
parison with those of o generations 
ago,’’ said Dr. Wirt. ‘‘ THe difference 
is not so apparent to many parents, who 
are so occupied in their own work that 
they have not the time to study these 
conditions, and it can be said that today 
a man often has to become a grand- 
father before he understands rightly 
how to be a father.’’ 

Dr. Ettinger, replying to a question 
as to the danger of sectarianism in the 
Ettinger plan, said that there was no 
reason to expect it, but he added: 

‘“‘T think the. greatest mistake that can 
be made would be to establish a point of 
contact between the school system and 
the churches. Parents have a full right 
to send their children to churches during 
the extra hours under which they are 
not under the control of the Department 
of Education. If any plan were estab- 
lished, however, under which the chil- 
dren were directed by teachers or Prin- 
cipals to go for religious instruction, or 
under which the school authorities deliv- 
ered over the children for religious in- 
struction, such a point of centact would 
be established, and the danger would 
then be present. The work of the school 
system must be over wh2n the children 
leave the schools. The parents of the 
children, working with the churches, 
must then take charge of the religious 
instruction.”’ 

Bishop Greer, who presided over the 
meeting, said that, as far as he had 
been able to investigate them, the Wirt 
and Ettinger systems appealed very 
strongly to him, as providing for the 
development of the individuality of the 
child and for the development of the 
self-control as well as the mentality of 
a child.

PUZZLE IN RIVER DROWNING. 


Police Try to Identify Woman’s 
Body Found in. Hoboken. 


The Hoboken police made efforts last 
night to discover the identity of a 
woman whose body was found floating 
in the slip of the Christopher Street 
Ferry at the Lackawanna Station, early 
yesterday morning. After the body had 
been in Volk’s Morgue, Washington 
Street, all day with no clue to its identi- 
fication, the police received information 
that led them to believe the dead person 
had been a well-to-do woman, whose 
name and residence were not made 
public. At once the olice became 
active, but they were reticent about the 
case. They sent a telegram to a 
woman living in West Virginia, sup- 
posed to be a sister of the dead woman; 
but, at a late hour, no answer had been 
received. 

Whether the woman met her death by 
accident or suicide the police did not 
know. Their theory was that she had 
disappeared from her home and prob- 
ably had. drowned herself. That her 
death was deliberate seemed to be indi- 
cated by the fact that there was nothing 
about her by which an identification 
could be made. The woman apparently 
was less than 40 years old and weighed 
180 pounds. She had: brown hair and 
was clothed in a black dress, black 
shoes and stockings, and a gray sweater. 

When the body was taken from the 
water it was suggested to the police that 
the woman might have been a victim of 
the ferry accident on Thursday morning 
whose death had not been reported, but 
an examination established that the body 
had been in the water at least a week. 


FRANK GUARDS DISMISSED. 


Five Punished for Kidnapping That 
Ended in Lynching.

MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., Oct. 22.—As 


a result of the lynching of Leo M. 
Frank, who was kidnapped ‘from the 
State Prison here’on the night of Aug. 
16 last, five of the ards and Deputy 
Wardens have been discharged and an- 
other has resigned. The changes have 
just been made on orders from the State 
Prison Commission. 

Among those discharged was the guard 
on duty the night Frank was kidnapped. 
Another was a guard at the tuberculosis 
camp, where a Federal prisoner escaped 
the week following the kidnapping of 
Frank. Warden Smith Superintend- 
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Belated Operation on Retired 
Fire Captain Expected to 
Restore Health. 


Captain Robert Oswald of 312 West 
112th Street, who retired from ‘the Fire 
Department five years’ ago because of 
ill-health caused by severe headaches, 
was operated on at the Washington 
Heights Hospital on Thursday morning 
for a depressed fracture of the skull 
which he suffered in 1902 while fighting 
a fire in Brooklyn. , 

Until an X ray was taken a few days 
ago Captain Oswald did not know the 
nature of his injury, and for many years 
after the accident he carried on his 
strenuous duties as a.member of the de- 
Partmient in active service, answering 
alarms and directing his men.. It was 
said at the agg «pe last night that he 
would recover his lost good health. — 

Captain Oswald, who is 54 years old 
was at one time an aid to ex-Fire Chief 
Croker, and won quite a reputation for 
his daring. For a long time he was at 
the Fire Headquarters in Great Jones 
Street. A five-alarm fire in Brooklyn 
called his company out-one night: thir- 
teen years ago, and while the Captain 
was leading his men a ‘wall fell, break- 
ing a heavy cable. The cable struck him 
on the head, rendering him unconscious. 

An ambulance surgeon called the in- 
jury a lacerated scalp and put seven- 
teen stitches in the injured head. After, 
a lay-off for the wound to heal, the 
Captain was back at his desk. He com- 
rlained of headaches, put refused to give 
up, despite his suffering. Physicians to 
whom he appealed for relief diagnosed 
the case as neuralgia, chronic neuralgia, 
and hysterical neuraigia. At four hos- 
pitals where he went for treatment the 
verdict was much the same. ; 

Finally Captain Oswald was retired on. 
half pay use of his illness, but he 
went to the courts and was reinstated 
as physipally fit. He kept at his-work 
until, under the stress of great excite- 
ment at fires, the pains became almost 
unbearable. Then he gave up and vol- 
untarily retired. 

A week ago when Captain Oswald was 
in great pain a nephew, Joseph Wilbur, 
who is employed as a bookkeeper at the 
Washington Heights Hospital, induced 
him to consult Dr. C. C. Sichel, the vis- 
iting surgeon, who lives at 210 River- 
side Drive. The surgeon made a super- 
ficial examination and advised ah X-ray 
of, the injured head. Three exposures 
were taken, and according to Dr. Sichel, 
they showed a depressed fracture of the 
skull on the left side of the head ex- 
tending a full six inches from just 
above the ear to the back of the head, — 

The operation was performed by Dr. 
Sichel, assisted by Dr. Daniel Bacha- 
rach, assisting visiting surgeon, of 15 
Fort Washington Avenue. The delicate 
operation of trepanning the skull was 
employed and ‘the brain exposed. It 
showed that the blood vessels had been 
injured and were constantly irritated 
by_the broken skull. 

Captain -Oswald stood the shock of 
the operation well, and his condition 
was so favorable last night that he 
seemed out of danger. 


SING SING MEN INDICTED. 


True Bills Returned Against Five 
Convicts Who Have Escaped. 


WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., Oct. 22.— 
Rocco Stalzo, Frederick Spence, Louis 
Pillods, Dennis O’Day, and Thomas Riz- 
zo, convicts at Sing Sing, who have es- 


caped, were indicted today by the West- 
chester Grand Jury for their flights. 

One convict was brought here from 
Sing Sing. This: was John Flanagan, a 
long-term man. He was in the Grand 
Jury room only a short time. Several 
keepers were called into the room, one 
at a-time. Some of the men indicted 
have been recaptured. 

William Willett, the former Long Isl- 
and Congressman, will be held in the 
county jail here under a writ of habeas 
corpus untii the Grand Jury takes up 
the series of essault cases in Sing Sing. 
He then will be a witness. There are 
fifteen cases of assualt in which infor- 
mation has been laid before District 
Attorney Weeks.

SHOT BY ARSON GANG. 


Maryland Fire Marshal .Wounded 
While Making Arrests.

BALTIMORE, Oct. 22.—State Fire 
Marshal G. Edward Myers was_ shot 
through the right eye and probably 
fatally wounded tonight at Odenton, 
twenty miles from here, when he and 
ten Baltimore policemen caught three 
men engaged in an attempt to set fire 
to the big canning plant of George M. 
Murray & Son. The men under arrest 
are Harry Miller, said to be an Italian; 
Gottlief Freund, and Harry Goldberg. 

The capture of the men was the re- 
sult of an elaborate “ plant,’’ engineered 
by the State’s Attorney’s office. Hav- 
ing learned of the existence of the al- 
leged arson gang, the State’s Attorney 
put Joseph Broening on the case. He 
got in touch with the three men, it is 
alleged, and made an agreement with 
them whereby they were to set fire to 
a designated place if assured that it was 
insured for a sufficient amount. 

Broening under the name of Anderson 
took out a ‘“ fake’ insurance policy for 
$12,000 on the canning factory, having 
previously made the necessary arrange- 
ments with the owners and tipped off 
the Fire Marshal's office when: the 
arson was to be attempted. The plot, of 
course, did at, wate the. actual 
destruction 0 e property. 

The police say that Miller did the 
shooting. They found a revolver with 
one chamber empty on him. 

The sleuths opened fire as soon as the 
three men reached the plant, took their 
prisoners, and declare they found dyna- 
mite and coal oil in the possession of the 
accused.
